It was pointed out to 
the board that all bond fund 
requirem ents for the year 1972 
have been accum ulated and that, 
this expense should be available 
to the utility in future months 
of 1972. Cash on hand at the 
end of the month was $2.602.10. 
Operating income of the sew­ 
age departm ent was $8,661.70 
with operating expense entered 
as $8,340.00, leaving a balance 
of $321.70. After adjustm ent for 
interest expense a net loss of 
$167..58 was reported. .Loss for 
the sam e period a year ago was 
$1,557.69. Operating cash 4-30-72

A Noble Townsjiip woman was 
burned and a grain barn was 
totally destroyed in a Friday 
afternoon fire, 
Mrs. Elza Hartwell, R. R. 1, 
Glenwood, was listed with first 
degree burns on her right arm 
while trying to help get tools 
out of the grain barn, which 
burned to the ground Friday 
afternoon. 


It was reported that Mr. H art­ 
well. and. his brother, Irvin, were 
burning trash when they looked 
up and saw that a shingle on 
the roof of a buliding was on 
fire. By the time they got a lad­ 
der and. a bucket of water, it 
was reported that the whole in­ 
side of the barn was ablaze. 
The barn was filled with ap­ 
proximately 100 bales of straw 
and 3000 bushels of corn. It was 
thought that some of the debris 
of the trash fire had lighted on 
the roof and fell through to 
the straw, igniting it. 
There were several tools in 
the barn,, .in.cludi.ng cattle feed­ 
ers, a breaking plow, manure 
spreader, fence charger, wag­ 
ons, 
herders 
and 
numerous 
other 
items. 
A 
tractor 
and 
wagon were' salvaged from the 
burning' barn. 
Two units of the Glenwood 
volunteer fire departm ent re ­ 
sponded to the aiarm. 
This was the second big loss 
during the past year for the 
Hartwell family, who live about 
four miles southwest of Glen­ 
wood. 
Last year in June fire des­ 
troyed a big dairy barn with an. 
estim ated $50,000 loss. 
Firem en were able to confine 
the fire to the burning building, 
and no dam age was sustained to 
others 
nearby. 
Some 
small 
grass fires were spread along 
the roadway. 
No estim ate is available on 
this fire loss.

Morristown-Hamblen Hospital 
said most of the injured were 
from the Norfolk, Va., area. 
The bus was headed in that di­ 
rection, from Knoxville, about 
40-45 
miles 
southwest of the 
wreck site. 


The four persons most se­ 
riously injured were taken to 
hospitals in Knoxville and King­ 
sport. 


The wreck occurred about 5 
a.m.. about 100 yards in front 
of the home of Jesse Coffee, 27. 
“ It sounded like a case of 
dynamite went off.” said Cof­ 
fee. “ It jarred the whole house. 
Then everything was quiet and 
all we heard was a baby cry­ 
ing.” 


He said he and his wife rush­ 
ed outside and found the baby, 
lying in a ditch between two 
adults who were dead. Before 
ambulances 
arrived, he said, 
he 
personally 
removed 
three 
men, two women and two chil­ 
dren from the bus. One of the 
children was dead, he said. 
Morristown-Hamblen Hospital 
spokesmen said 14 bodies were 
in 
the 
hospital 
conference 


room, 
where 
officials 
were 
seeking to identify them. Two 
of the bodies were of children. 
“ We treated three of the in­ 
jured and released them, and 
they 
went 
to private 
homes 
here in Morristown,” a nurse in 
the emergency room said. 
“One was a woman, the other 
was a baby and I think the 
third also was a woman. But 
we’ve been so busy I can’t say 
for sure.” 


It could not be determined 
immediately 
if the 
baby 
re­ 
leased by the hospital was the 
same one found by the Coffees, 
but Coffee said that infant ap­ 
peared to be all right. Other 
neighbors 
said 
several 
other 
survivors scrambled to safety 
from the wrecked bus. 
The truck, 
which the Ten­ 
nessee 
Highway 
Patrol 
said 
bore Alabama 
license plates, 
was loaded with a cargo of vin­ 
yl floor covering and drum s of 
tar-like glue for applying it. 
The cargo burst into flames al­

Model Rockets 
Are Flown By 
Today’s Youth 


By The Associated Press 
Model rockets that actually 
fly have captured the fancy of 
space age boys 
and zoomed 
into 
an 
$18-million-a-year 
in­ 
dustry that gets a special boost 
with every moon shot. 
Propelled by small chemical 
charges, the rockets sail up to 
a couple of thousand feet and 
then float to earth on para­ 
chutes. 
Boys 9 to 14 years old—whose 
fathers 
and 
older 
brothers 
might have been satisfied with 
model 
airplanes—buy 90 
per 
cent of the model rockets sold 
across the country, said Leroy 
Piester, 
president 
of Centuri 
Engineering 
Co. 
of 
Phoenix, 
Ariz., a model-rocket manufac­ 
turer. 
Billy Carruth, a fifth-grader 
in Bedford, Mass., saved mon­ 
ey from his allowance and pa­ 
per route to acquire a fleet of 
seven rockets. 
“The fun is in the challenge 
of building 
them 
and flying 
them and the recovery,” said 
Billy. “I just wanted to see 
what it was like. It is a real 
challenge 
just 
before 
dusk, 
when you can see the white 
flaring out of the engine.” 
The model rockets are made 
from cardboard,ibalsa wood or 
light plastics and range from 6 
inches to 4 feet in length. They 
sell for from 75 cents to $20. 
The engines that propel them 
consist of a nonmetallic case, a 
ceramic 
nozzle 
and 
a 
solid 
chemical charge that usually 
weighs less than three-tenths of 
an ounce. They are ignited by 
electric current from a battery 
and cost about 35 cents each. 
Model-rocket 
manufacturers 
insist the engines are perfectly 
safe, but Newr York City and a 
few other areas have banned 
them 
as fireworks. 
Manufac­ 
turers 
will 
not 
discuss 
the 
chemical 
composition 
of 
the 
fuel.

The course’s main teacher, a 
boatbuilder from Maine named 
John Gardner (his more formal 
title at the seaport is assistant 
curator of small craft studies), 
says “this type of cross plank 
goes back to the Middle Ages. 
It goes back to Breughel .. . 
boats like this were used in the 
Newfoundland fishery.” 
The gunwales, mast step and 
stern transom are made of yel­ 
low pine. Another part is made 
from the roots of a tree. The 
boat’s 
planking 
is 
northern 
white pine, its bottom Virginia 
cedar, its stern white oak. 
All that for a 13^-foot boat 
that could carry one sail and a 
couple of pairs of oars. Except 
that it’s put together by hand, 
and the skill used to build it 
gives it both its beauty and sea­ 
worthiness.

Richmond had its first taste of the 
“punch card” system in the mayoral 
election last November and found it 
quite satisfactory.

These situations may now be cleared 
up but more than 24 hours after the polls 
closed in Cleveland, only 425 of 1,788 
precincts had been counted due to an 
early morning foul-up. 
And in Cincinnati, only 500 of 1,158 
Hamilton County precincts had been 
tallied by the same hour. 
An unusual situation was reported in 
Greenfield. Ind., where an undetermined 
number of Blue River Township voters 
cast ballots for the wrong state repre­ 
sentative candidates. The machine had 
been set up for a polling place in an­ 
other district. Thai went on. for two 
hours. 
In the other district involved, the mis­ 
take was noted and paper ballots hur­ 
riedly were prepared and used until the 
voting machine was corrected. 'What hap­ 
pens to the votes wrongly cast is still 
a m atter of conjecture. 
At Indianapolis, the voting machines 
apparently could not be “programmed” 
to carry* school board elections and 
paper ballots were used to choose board 
members. But the supply was inadequate 
and a slow count long after polls closed 
remained in doubt. 
It was a situation which prompted 
Channel 6. an Indianapolis television 
station, to contrast the confusion in the 
capital city with the swift and orderly 
“punch card” count in Wayne County. 
In Richmond, the station said, aft 
races were tabulated electronically at far 
less cost and without the need for paper 
ballots. 
The station suggested editorially that 
the Marion County Election Board, after 
it finally finishes its count, take a “seri­ 
ous look at how things are done in 
Wayne County.”

embellished to' 'the point of aus­ 
terity. The more elaborate struc­ 
ture pictured by Mrs. Rigsbee 
was completed in 1866 at a cost 
of $10,000. It is regularly used 
for meetings.

that purpose by the same de­ 
nomination. Other original cen­ 
tury old 
church buildings 
cur­ 
rently in use are Ben Davis 
Chrisitan, 1853: Hannegan Chris­ 
tian,, 1869, and Fair view Chris­ 
tian, 1872. There are buildings 
of equal age originally intended 
but not presently used for re ­ 
gular church service. Two coun­ 
ty church buildings have some 
of the original m aterials and

“The Election Of 1908” 
By Nancy Foster 


My Grandpa, Edward Frazee, 
told me this true story about 
something that happened when 
he was 14 years old. He lived 
on a farm in Noble Township, 
Rush County, near Orange. This 
farm is interesting since it had 
been acquired from the govern­ 
ment as a land grant for one 
dollar an acre in 1820. The Fra- 
zee’s still live to this day on 
that farm. 
In the fall of 1908 there was 
a race for Governor of the State 
of Indiana. It was between U.S. 


Senator James E. Watson, a Re­ 
publican, and Tom Marshall, a 
Democrat. It was an exciting 
race in Rush County because 
Senator 
Watson 
lived 
where 
Todd's Funeral Home is now in 
Rushville. 
One day in tne fall of 1908 
there was a day-long parade 
and political rally in Rushville 
in honor of Senator Watson. My 
Great-grandfather, Austen Fra­ 
zee, brought a hay wagon full of 
people to Rushville from Or­ 
ange. The wagon was pulled by 
horses. There was probably an 
ox roast too. Senator Watson's 
slogan was “We’ll make him 
Governor in 1908, good bye, Tom 
Marshall, good-by.” 
Senator Watson lost. 


Fire! Fire!

May 6, 1906, Sunday morning, 
Rushville, Indiana. How could 
the high school have started on 
fire? And why were the Junior 
class colors flying from the cu- 
polis. As people watched the 
fire, the cupola fell and the col­ 
ors fell into the flames. 
The reason...everyone thought 
that some sneaky juniors went 
up the steps with matches to 
light their way. As they drop­ 
ped the matches they did not 
think about stepping on them to 
be sure they were out. They did 
tie their colors on the cupola 
but they didn't realize the school 
would soon be burning. They had 
only wanted to prove that they 
were better than the Seniors. 
It is still a mystery who they 
were today. 
The following year the kids 
went to the courthouse to go to 
school, while the new school was 
being built, in the same place 
where the old school had been. 
On September 5, 1907, the new 
school was ready for use. 
In 1909 it was named after 
David H. Graham, who was a 
teacher and founder of a Girl’s 
Seminary earlier in Rushville. 
Later Graham became a Junior 
High School and it is still stand­ 
ing and is still used as a Junior 
High School.

July 1. 
But Taylor pointed out the 
new money will only eake and 
not eliminate the state’s finan­ 
cial problems. “This will allow 
some of the key positions in the 
state institutions to be filled, ip 
to the rate of about $1 million a 
year,” Taylor told a news con­ 
ference. 
“ We have asked the depart­ 
ments 
of 
corrections, 
mental 
health and the board of health 
to 
submit

of vacancies 
which should be filled on a pri­ 
ority basis,” Taylor said. 
The state’s payroll has been 
frozen since the 1972 legislature

Sandra Rothenberg Nemser 
and Cynthia Gitt, two lawyers, 
say they will resubmit appli­ 
cations to become agents as 
soon as they can. 
“I would say hundreds, if not 
thousands, will do the same,” 
said Mrs. Nemser, a 29-year-old 
Denver poverty lawyer married 
to a physician. “I’m glad the 
FBI will now follow the federal 
law.” 
Mrs, Cynthia, Gitt, a 25-year- 
old attorney for the Equal Em­ 
ployment Opportunity Commis­ 
sion, also said there would be 
many women applying to be­ 
come FBI agents. 
“After we filed our suit last 
summer, I received several let­ 
ters from women who were de­ 
nied the opportunity,” she said. 
L. Patrick Gray III, acting 
FBI director, announced. Friday 
that the FBI was changing its 
male-only policy and would 
seek female applicants for toe 
first time in history.
